Sec. 9-10. Financial reports.

(a) The treasurer of every state political conmttee and
the treasurer of every local political commttee shall file
with the Board, and the treasurer of every local politica
coonmittee shall file wth the county clerk, reports of
canpai gn contri butions, and sem -annual reports of canpaign
contributions and expenditures on forns to be prescribed or
approved by the Board. The treasurer of every political
conmmittee that acts as both a state political commttee and a
local political conmmttee shall file a copy of each report
with the State Board of Elections and the county clerk.
Entities subject to Section 9-7.5 shall file reports required
by that Section at tines provided in this Section and are
subject to the penalties provided in this Section.

(b) Reports of canpaign contributions shall be filed no
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| ater than the 15th day next preceding each election

including a primary election in connection with which the

political committee has accepted or IS accepting
contributions or has made or is nmaking expenditures. Such
reports shall be conplete as of the 30th day next preceding

each election including a primary election. The Board shal
assess a civil penalty not to exceed $5,000 for a violation
of this subsection, except that for State officers and
candidates and political commttees forned for statew de
office, the civil penalty may not exceed $10,000. The fine,
however, shall not exceed $500 for a first filing violation
for filing less than 10 days after the deadline. There shal
be no fine if the report is mailed and postmarked at |east 72
hours prior to the filing deadline. For the purpose of this
subsection, "statew de office" and "State officer" nmeans the
Gover nor, Lieutenant Governor, Attorney General, Secretary of
State, Conptroller, and Treasurer. However, a continuing
political commttee that neither accepts contributions nor
makes expenditures on behalf of or in opposition to any
candi date or public question on the ballot at an election
shal | not be required to file the reports heretofore
prescribed but may file in lieu thereof a Statenent of
Nonparticipation in the Election wwth the Board or the Board
and the county clerk.

(b-5) Notwi thstanding the provisions of subsection (b),
any contribution of $500 or nore received in the interim
between the |l ast date of the period covered by the |ast
report filed under subsection (b) prior to the election and
the date of the election shall be reported within 2 business
days after its receipt. The State Board shall allow filings
under this subsection (b-5) to be nade by facsimle
t ransm ssi on. For t he purpose of this subsection, a
contribution is considered received on the date the public

official, candidate, or political commttee (or equival ent
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person in the case of a reporting entity other than a
political commttee) actually receives it or, in the case of
goods or services, 2 days after the date the public official,
candi date, committee, or other reporting entity receives the
certification required under subsection (b) of Section 9-6.
Failure to report each contribution is a separate violation
of this subsection. The Board shall inpose fines for
violations of this subsection as foll ows:

(1) if the political commttee's or other reporting
entity's total receipts, total expenditures, and bal ance
remaining at the end of the last reporting period were
each $5,000 or less, then $100 per business day for the
first violation, $200 per business day for the second
violation, and $300 per business day for the third and
subsequent vi ol ations.

(2) if the political commttee's or other reporting
entity's total receipts, total expenditures, and bal ance
remaining at the end of the last reporting period were
each nore than $5, 000, then $200 per business day for the
first violation, $400 per business day for the second
violation, and $600 per business day for the third and
subsequent vi ol ati ons.

(c) In addition to such reports the treasurer of every
political committee shall file sem-annual reports of
canpai gn contributions and expenditures no later than July
31st, covering the period from January 1st through June 30th
i medi ately preceding, and no later than January 3lst,
covering the period fromJuly 1st through Decenber 31st of
the preceding calendar year. Reports of contributions and
expenditures nust be filed to cover the prescribed tine
peri ods even though no contributions or expenditures may have
been received or nmade during the period. The Board shal
assess a civil penalty not to exceed $5,000 for a violation

of this subsection, except that for State officers and
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candidates and political commttees fornmed for statew de
office, the <civil penalty may not exceed $10,000. The fi ne,
however, shall not exceed $500 for a first filing violation
for filing less than 10 days after the deadline. There shal
be no fine if the report is nmailed and postmarked at |east 72
hours prior to the filing deadline. For the purpose of this
subsection, "statew de office" and "State officer" neans the
Gover nor, Lieutenant Governor, Attorney General, Secretary of
State, Conptroller, and Treasurer.

(c-5) A political coimmttee that acts as either (i) a

State and local political conmttee or (ii) a local political

commttee and that files reports electronically under Section

9-28 is not required to file copies of the reports with the

appropriate county clerk if the county <clerk has a system

that permts access to, and duplication of, reports that are

filed with the State Board of El ecti ons.

(d) A copy of each report or statenment filed under this
Article shall be preserved by the person filing it for a
period of two years fromthe date of filing.
